Tbsre Is 
No 
Need 
of Sick 
Hoys if 
Care Be Taken. 
A keen observer of bogs says: Every 
year when new corn becomes a part ut 
ail the ration of bogs there Is more or 
less trouble with sick bogs and often 
heavy losses by death.

too often attributed to cholera.

w4tli stalk ladng a feed per day as a 
starter, 
if properly fed they will eat 
the stalks or. rather, take the juice out 
of them as long as they are green and 
succulent. 
It is well to consider the 
stalk a part of the ration as long as 
the hogs will chew it all for the sap or 
juice it contains. 
From 
a single feed jK*r day the 
am ount fed should lie increased till 
two feeds eau Ik* given by dividing 
the single feed with a light increase. 
W hen the stalk has lost its sap and 
the ear has hardened feed more of the 
ears mid drop the stalks. 
If running 
on giMid pasture they can be brought 
lip to full fe<*d in ten days or two 
weeks without risk. 
How rapidly they till tip and lay on 
pounds at the beginning! 
By full fee I 
is not meant that corn is left by them 
from one feed to another, but that 
their appetites will la* such that they 
will come rapidly to their f**ed at feed 
ing time twice a day. 
Salt should alw ays In* by them at 
fids time, and if then* is charcoal and 
ashes with the salt so much the bet­ 
ter. 
The w ater should Ik* convenient 
to the feeding place. 
A hog likes a 
drink along w ith his feed and will 
leave his ear coni to get it. 


Preventing Disease. 
It is more easy to prevent disease 
in anim als than it is to cure. 
Hog 
cholera prevails more or less In all 
sections of the country, but in the m a­ 
jority of cases it is due to the condi­ 
tion of the herds and m ism anagement 
in feeding than to any other cause. 
Hogs must have green or bulky food; 
also salt and charcoal. 
These sub­ 
stances are not iu a direct way pre­ 
ventives of cholera, but they keep the 
anim als !u a more or less thrifty con­ 
dition and rentier them less liable to 
disease.

W hile Appeal to United States Su­ 


preme Court la Being Made. 


W ashington. Nov. $.—The court of 
appeals of the District of Columbia 
approved the jail sentences Imposed 
by Justice W right, of the D istrict of 
Columbia suprem e court, on President 
Samuel Gompers. Vice President John 
Mitchell and Secretary Frank Morri­ 
son. of the American Federation of 
Labor, for contem pt of court. Gompers 
was sentenced to serve one year, John 
Mitchell to nine m onths and Morrison 
to six months. Counsel for the three 
Union labor leaders will take an au- 
peal to the suprem e court of the U nit­ 
ed States. 
Gompers and Mitchell were said at 
the headquarters of the American Fed­ 
eration of i.abor to be on their way 
to Toronto arranging for the annual 
convention of tho Federation. 
Morri­ 
son. who Is here, declined to comm ent 
on the action of the court. The men In 
contem pt will not be arrested until the 
court s m andate has been issued, and 
this will be in about ten days. 
The contem pt procedings grew out 
of an action taken by the Bucks Stove 
and Range company, of St. Louis, to 
compel the American Federation of 
Labor 
from 
m aintaining 
a 
boycott 
against it. 
A tem porary restraining 
order, afterw ard made perm anent, was 
issued against the Federation. 
The 
Federation continued to keep the St. 
Louis concern on Its “ We Don’t Pa 
tronize List ” and the company inst! 
toted proceedings to adjudge Gompers, 
Mitchell and Morrison, as active offi­ 
cers of the Federation, in contem pt of 


c o u r t . 
Justice Wright, of the District 
of Columbia s u p r e m e court, adjudged 
them guilty and imposed the jail sen- 
t* rices 
It was from his decision that 
he appeal 
leterm ined was taken to 
he court of appeals 
Tb s historical case, which is re 
gar f-d as of the utm ost importance. 
has covered a period of two year*. 
Assot late Justice Van Orsdel wrote 
the opinion of the court of appeals. 
Chi*f Justice Shepard dissented. 
The court held that the fundam ental 
issue wa« whether the constitutional 
agencies of *he governm ent should be 
obeved or *J ‘fled. The m ere fact that 
*he defendants were the officers of or- 
irar.iz I labor In America, said the 
c r* 
lent importance to the cause, 
h *f it should not be perm itted to In 
floepre the result. 
“ lf an organization of citizens, how 
ever large." the court held, “ may die 
obey the m andates of the court, the 
lam e 
reasoning would 
render thats 
subject to 
ndlvidual defiance 
Both 
ire subject to the law. and neither Ii 
above it. lf a citizen, though he may 
honestly believe th at his rights have 
been invaded, may elect when and to 
what extent he will obey the m andates 
of fhe court and the requirem ents of 
ibe law as Interpreted by the court 
Instead of pursuing the orderly course 
of appeal, not only the courts but gov 
em inent itself would become power 
!e**s and society would be reduced to a 
<*tate of anarchy.”

The feeding value of hay is often 
lowered when It is stacked out in the 
o|»en. 
Considerable hay is often eu 
tlrely spoiled so that it is unfit for 
feeding. 
The amount of spoiled and 
damaged hay depends upon the time 
the stack stands and upon the method 
of stacking, in Virginia a six to eight 
ton stack of timothy hay, after it has 
gone through the sweat, or, in three 
or four weeks, will have from 300 to 
OOO pounds of damaged hay. 
Most of 
this will be ou the top and only a 
small portion on the sides and the 
bottom. 
The market value of bay is frequent­ 
ly lowered b e d u st this stained bay is 
worked into the bales. 
It may hapjMtn 
that the spoiled hay will be no more 
than a couple of handfuls, which 
it mount is really insignificant, bot the 
Inspector cannot tell how much the 
bale contains, so he is forced to grade 
It one or two grades lower. 
This 
cai se* quite a loss to those who sell 
hay. 
In Iowa and surrounding states 
considerable hay is stacked in the field, 
and the loss due to stacking is net 
thought to be enough to warrant tfie 
building of a barn for hay only. 
The most important tbiug in deter­ 
mining the value of hay Is palatatdl 
ity. for if it is not relished not enough 
will be eaten to furnish much flour 
ishment to the animal. 
When hay Is 
exposed in the field too long in the 
hot sun or is subject to rain Its pal 
■tabl)tty will be lessened, which In 
turn lowers its market aud feeding 
value. 
Low grade hay is not as pal­ 
atable nor does it contain as much 
nourishment as the better grades. 
In general there Is little lf any profit 
In growing and selling tow grade hay. 
especially that made from the grasses, 
for the tow of fertilizing value or crop 
producing |*»wer of the land amount-
